Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Howard argued that previous objection to the drawings was 
answered in the 1/20/06 amendment - because the cited element (45) "is NOT made of synthetic material/resin" (Mr.
